Bvbelllwn. 


Colonel B. M. Scott, in charge of the 


• publication of the official records of thr 


war of the rebellior, reports that the 
work has steadily progressed during the 
f>ast year.

It is 
expected that the first two volumes will 
be published by the time of the reas- 
sembling of Congress. It is estimated 
that the entire publication, which it is 
proposed to divide into four series, will 
require ninety-six volumes.

It has been stated 
that the text of the treaty baa arrived 
in Washington- This ia not true. The 
State Department has reoeired enough 
by telegraph to indicate the nature of 
the treaty, but the text cannot reach 
this city in less than four or five weeks.' 
The text of it then will be transmitted 
by the Department under the seal of 
the Secretary to the Senate for ratifica- 
tion. Treaties until ratified by the Sen- 
ate aw regarded aa mere agreement! be- 
tween personal members of the Govern- 
ments interested, and for this reason 
any publication of the exact text of the 
treaty in advance of official ratification 
is regarded as a great breach of eti- 
quette.

It is understood that this document 


does cot change the status of American 
citizens in China, nor does it enter into 
the commercial features carried on by 
the Reed treaty of 1858. It is a modifi- 
cation of the Bnrlingame 'reaty and is 
in accordance with Evaitu' policy re- 
straining farther immigration of Chinese 
to this country, while at tne same time 
not going to the extreme of sending 
those back who are already here.

Provisions of the present Statutes 


forbidding the importation of Coolies 
and women for immoral purposes are 
not affected by the treaty. No Consul 
or Consular agent of the United States 
can grant a certificate to any vessel 
leaving China for this country if she has 
on board more than fifteen Chinese 
passengers. Of course it is explicitly 
stated that the limitations do not apply 
to persons officially connected with the 
Chinese Government, or to persons res- 
cued from shipwreck. This treaty will 
undoubtedly be ratified at an early day 
by the Senate and will ba a measure to 
satisfy all but 
the most extreme of 


the anti-Chinese element on the Pacific 
coast. .The treaty itself is a modifica- 
tion of articles five and six of the Bur 
lingame treaty. 


Ever since the first advices concern 


ing the treaty were received at the State 
Department there has beeu a perfev 
rush of telegraphic inquiries from tht 
far West to obtain some positive inter 
mation upon the subject. The abovi 
dispatch covers all information sought in 
these interrogations.
